Heads up: Board of Ed seeks modified bids for bus repair

The head of the class at Monday’s 
Anderson County Board of Education 
regular monthly meeting was, well, an 
engine head. 

The board discussed at length bids 
taken to replace an engine on a school 
bus that’s been out of commission for 
more than a week. Director of Trans¬ 
portation Jeff Young presented three 
bids for the work, but only one included 
the cost of replacing the engine’s head. 


“We’re not comparing apples 
to apples,” Board Vice Chair Roger 
McDowell said. 

Board members James Sargent 
and Lee Hahn recommended spend¬ 
ing additional dollars, estimated to be 
around $800, to replace the head but 
McDowell disagreed, saying it should 
only be done if it was discovered that 
the head actually needs replacing. 

Young recommended replacing the 
head now and the board agreed to 
approve in advance the lowest bid 
after two of the bidders added the cost 


of replacing the head to their bids. 

Bids had been received from Blue- 
grass International, UHL and Republic 
Diesel. 

In other items on the agenda: 

Improvement plan: Emma B. Ward 
Elementary School Principal Bobby 
Murphy presented a school improve¬ 
ment plan. 

Some goals in the plan are to increase 
the average combined reading and math 
K-Prep scores from 51.7 in 2013 to 76.1 in 
2017, as well as ensuring the safety of all 


students and increasing the percentage 
of effective teachers and principals. 

Murphy pointed out some oppor¬ 
tunities for improvement, including 
a reduction in the number of novice 
students and increased rigor and rel¬ 
evance of instruction and activities. 

Gallup contract: The Board approved 
renewal of a contract with Gallup 
for $5,959, which provides a screen¬ 
ing service for certified teachers and 
administrators. The district has been

Anderson man critically injured in Shelby jail fight

An Anderson County man 
remains in critical condition at 
University of Louisville Hos¬ 
pital after being involved in a 
fight Tuesday, March 18, with 
another inmate at the Shelby 
County Detention Center. 

Jonathan Monroe, 24, who 
was incarcerated on drug 
charges, remained in the hos¬ 
pital’s intensive care unit with 
critical injuries after an argu¬ 


ment over song lyrics led to 
a physical altercation in the 
middle of the night, police 
said. 

“Right after dinner on 
Monday night, there was a 
verbal altercation between 
them where they were having 
words with each other. We do 
believe that there was also a 
small physical altercation [at 
that time] as well,” said Jason 
Rice, a detective with the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s office 


who is investigating the inci¬ 
dent. “Six hours later, there 
was another physical alterca¬ 
tion. The initial disagreement 
came about over an argument 
about the words to music lyr¬ 
ics.” 

Rice declined to release the 
identity of the other inmate 
involved in the fight. 

“He has not been formally 
charged,” he said. “It’s not our 
policy to give names of sus¬ 
pects. I’m not throwing names 


out, because something may 
change. They [prosecutors] 
might decide not to charge 
him. There are some things 
that still need to be collect¬ 
ed and done. We have to see 
the [inmate] interviews tran¬ 
scribed. After the common¬ 
wealth attorney reviews those, 
we have to look back and see 
if there are any re-interviews 
that need to be done. After 
everything is done, I antici¬ 
pate being able to present that 


to a grand jury to decide to 
make a determination to see if 
a person needs to be charged.” 

Monroe was scheduled to be 
released from jail Thursday. 
The decision was made to go 
ahead and release him when 
he was hospitalized, Rice said, 
because, due to the severity 
of his injuries, he would be 
unable to leave the hospital 
before that date.

2 teens killed Friday in wreck 
on Blue Grass Parkway

A rear-end collision Friday on the 
Martha Layne Collins Bluegrass Park¬ 
way near Mile Marker 52 in Anderson 
County took the lives of two people 
and seriously injured three others. 

The accident happened just before 
6 p.m. when a westbound 2010 Nis¬ 
san pickup struck a 2012 Freightliner 
tractor-trailer stopped on the shoul¬ 
der of the road. 

According to a Kentucky State 
Police report, two occupants of the 
pickup were taken to the University 
of Kentucky Hospital by Anderson 
County EMS. A third occupant was 
airlifted to UK Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead shortly after 
arrival. A fourth occupant was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The driver of the tractor-trailer 
also was transported to UK Hospi¬ 
tal. Police declined to name anyone 
involved, but the Kentucky New Era 
in Hopkinsville reported the deceased 
were Christian County High School 
students Dequavius Weaver, 16, and 
Jacob Blankenship, 17. 

The students reportedly were on 
their way home from the boys’ Sweet 
16 state basketball tournament in 
Lexington, where they had traveled 
to watch Hopkinsville High School’s 


team. Injured were Dendrick Holmes 
and Josh Harbold, both 16. 

Harbold remained hospitalized 
Sunday. 

Holmes, the driver, was released 
from the hospital and returned home 
over the weekend. 

The New Era reported that Ander¬ 
son County Coroner Mark Tussey said 
the student who died at the scene had 
been in the rear passenger seat of the 
truck. 

Tussey told the New Era that he 
interviewed witnesses of the crash. 

“The truck did not appear to be 
swerving or driving recklessly but, 
as the pickup truck approached the 
tractor-trailer on the shoulder, it 
either drifted or turned abruptly,” 
he said. “We’re not sure about that. 
We’ll know more when we get the 
accident reconstruction done. But it 
either drifted or turned into the path 
of the parked tractor-trailer.” 

The Kentucky State Police Post 
12 Accident Reconstruction Team is 
still investigating the cause of the 
accident. 

Kentucky State Police were assisted 
at the scene by the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Department, Lawrenceburg 
Police Department, Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Fire, Anderson County EMS, Air- 
Methods Transport and the Anderson 
County Coroner’s Office.

Rice said he did not 
think Monroe and the 
other inmate, who has 
been incarcerated since 
spring 2013 on several 
felony charges, knew 
each other before Mon¬ 
roe was lodged at the jail 
about two weeks ago. 

Rice said he is still 
investigating the details 
of what occurred prior 
to the fight, which hap¬ 
pened at 3 a.m. in the 
cellblock, where about 
20 inmates were sleeping. 

“There was some ver¬ 
bal jawing among several 
in there back and forth, 
and that’s just part of the 
environment, and it may 
just be something as sim¬ 
ple as arguing over show¬ 
er time or somebody ate 
somebody else’s food,” 
he said. “You’ll always 
have those verbal spats 
in there.” 

Shelby County Jailer 
Bobby Waits said while 
both inmates and staff 


are understandably 
upset about the situa¬ 
tion, but the morale at 
the jail is “not horrible.” 

The jail’s capacity is 
312 and the population is 
near that, he said. 

“We’re trying to work 
with the inmates as 
well as the staff that 
was involved with that,” 
he said. “Obviously, it’s 
a jail setting, you’re in 
close physical proxim¬ 
ity with several inmates 
and I’m sure that some 
[arguments] go unno¬ 


ticed. This one was just 
more serious. We just try 
to deal with those and 
move on.” 

Rice said his depart¬ 
ment is working to con¬ 
clude the investigation 
as quickly as possible. 

“This is a horrible 
situation,” he said. “Our 
thoughts and prayers are 
with everybody that’s 
involved, and we’re hop¬ 
ing to get to the truth of 
what exactly took place 
so we can provide those 
answers to the family.”

Litigation discussed: session.

Officials from Dis¬ 
trict 7 of the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
outlined upcoming road 
projects scheduled in the 
2014-15 for state high¬ 
ways in Anderson Coun¬ 
ty during last week’s Fis¬ 
cal Court meeting. 

District 7 Engineer 
Brett Blair told the 
magistrates and Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway that the state 
has set aside $623,884 
for Anderson in its 
Rural Secondary Road 
program, which funds 
resurfacing and “Flex” 
projects. 

Recommended 
projects for next year 
include resurfacing 
about 4.2 miles of Hwy. 
513 (Mill Creek) from 
U.S. 62 to Hwy. 740 for 
$309,000, and resurfac¬ 
ing 1.75 miles of Hwy. 53 
(Bruner Road) from U.S. 
62 to Burgin Road for 
$130,000. 

Blair asked the court 
to consider giving the 
state $70,000 from the 
$183,000 set aside for the 
county’s Flex account to 
help fund a third project 
— resurfacing just over 
0.8 of a mile on Hwy. 53 
(Bridge Hill Road). That 


would leave the county 
with $113,000 to spend 
on other resurfacing 
projects at its discretion. 

The court voted 7-0 in 
regular session to return 
the funding to the state, 
as requested. 

Blair reminded the 
court that the money 
can’t be used on roads 
that aren’t already sur¬ 
faced, such as gravel 
roads. Also, the state 
must review each pro¬ 
posed project to ensure 
it falls under the guide¬ 
lines for the Flex fund¬ 
ing. 

Two projects autho¬ 
rized in the 2013 fiscal 
year have not been com¬ 
pleted: resurfacing of 
3.85 miles on Hwy. 395 
(Waddy Road) and 2.76 
miles on Hwy. 326 (Nine- 
vah Road), for a total of 
$519,584. 

Two projects autho¬ 
rized for 2014 should 
be completed by June 
30, the end of the fiscal 
year, Blair said. 

Those are resurfacing 
of 5.27 miles of Hwy. 1291 
(Kays Road/Fairview 
Road) and 1.33 miles of 
Hwy. 513 (Bonds Mill 
Road). These projects 
total $469,139. 

In other business, the 
court approved a plan 
for charging rental fees 


to traveling teams that 
want to use the recre¬ 
ational fields at the 
county park. 

Traveling teams can¬ 
not rent the facility 
until after Aug. 1, when 
Tittle Feague and other 
youth sports organiza¬ 
tions have completed 
their seasons. 

Rental of one field 
will be $150; rental of two 
fields, $125 each; rental 
of three fields, $100 each. 
Anderson County will 
also receive one-third of 
gate proceeds. 

If two or more teams 
are renting several or 
all of the fields, each 
team will be required to 
keep track of how many 
people pay at the gate 
to see their team play. 
Conway said this is nec¬ 
essary so the teams can 
determine how to split 
gate proceeds to ensure 
the county gets its one- 
third share. 

Conway said this plan 
was recommended by 
the parks and recreca- 
tion director, the board 
chairman and himself. 
The policy adds a rev¬ 
enue stream for the 
county, but also ensures 
the fields are available 
to the kids on youth 
leagues, who pay fees to 
play.

Spring fever: Time to plant 
cool-weather favorites 


L ife is good. Winter is 

over, and I get a few days 
off to celebrate spring’s 
arrival. So what if it is a cool 
spring? It’s still way warmer 
than those earlier bone-chill¬ 
ing months, and I’ve got spring 
fever. The moon is right, so 
I’m planting onions, potatoes, 
spinach and lettuce seeds. I’ve 
got broccoli plants to put in as 
well. 

I feel really bad 
for all the teach¬ 
ers and kids who 
had to miss spring 
break, so I thought 
I’d share a little 
humor in that 
vein. I know there 
will be some “skip¬ 
pers” in the school 
district. 

One day, four 
high school boys 
afflicted with 
spring fever skipped morn¬ 
ing classes. After lunch, they 
reported to the teacher that 
they had had a flat tire. Much 
to their relief, she smiled and 
said, “Well, you missed a test 
today, so take seats apart from 
one another and take out a 
piece of paper.” Still smil¬ 
ing, she waited for them to 
sit down then she said, “First 
Question. Which tire was flat?” 

Silly, goofy humor makes 
every day sunny. Do you know 
when monkeys fall from the 
sky? During Ape-ril showers. 
Why is everyone so tired on 
April 1? Because they’ve just 
finished a long, 31-day March. 
OK, I’m done. 

I know I have a lot of read¬ 
ers who don’t garden. Maybe 
they don’t have the space or 
energy. Maybe they think 
they can’t grow stuff. Please 
don’t be afraid to grow. If you 
have the desire, you can do it. 

I believe the easiest flowers to 
grow from seed are marigolds. 

You just sprinkle the seeds 
in a pot or container, lightly 
cover with a little soil then 
sprinkle water on top to moist¬ 
en the soil. 

Or, if you have a sunny 
little patch of ground outside, 


rough up the dirt with a steel 
rake and then scatter the seeds 
there. Lightly cover with a 
little soil and water. That’s it. 

Lettuce and spinach are just 
as easy; you can do start them 
the same as the marigolds. You 
only need three things — soil, 
water and sun. You’ve got 
plenty of fertilizers around the 
house. Coffee grounds or even 
old, black coffee will provide 
nitrogen for green growth. 

Wood ashes provide potas¬ 
sium, which strengthens stems 
and helps the plants to absorb 
all the other nutrients in the 
soil. Eggshells provide calcium. 
It knocks the acid level in the 
soil down, “sweetening” it to 
give you more blooms. 

Those who plan to plant a 
big garden will want to stock 
up on newspapers now. After 
planting, lay them down three 
pages thick in the empty spac¬ 
es between plants and rows to 
keep weeds from coming up. 
Hose them down to keep them 
in place and then cover with 
straw. No weeding, no tilling... 
just picking and watering. How 
easy is that? 

This is also the perfect time 
to look at your yard. Figure out 
where you want to plant some 
trees or bushes. If the soil is 
only lightly damp, it’s easy dig¬ 
ging and doesn’t hurt the soil. 
So dig your holes now. I’d put 
a big stick in the middle of the 
holes just to ensure you don’t 
step in one and break an ankle 
before you plant. 

Now get out there! 

We’re going to have plenty 
of rain in April, so you should 
count any dry days that hap¬ 
pen along as “work” days. Soak 
up the sun when you can and 
start to get in shape after this 
long, hard winter.

Consumers

In the grocery 
store, multi¬ 
vitamins and 
mineral supple¬ 
ments usually have their 
own section. 

Dietary supplements are 
a multibillion-dollar indus¬ 
try. In 2012, dietary supple¬ 
ment sales reached $11.5 bil¬ 
lion. In a 2013 study, the U.S. 
Government Accountability 
Office reported more than 
half of all U.S. adults have 
taken a dietary supplement 
in the past month. The 
1999-2004 National Health 
and Nutrition Examination 
Survey showed 34 percent 
of children and adolescents 
take a vitamin or mineral 
supplement. 

While our food supply in 
America is abundant, many 
of us don’t get the recom¬ 
mended nutrients we need, 
and we tend to consume 
way too much added sugar, 
refined grains, sodium and 
saturated fat.

Fiber is 
important for health and 
digestion and helps prevent 
heart disease, diabetes, obe¬ 
sity and constipation. 

Calcium keeps our bones 
strong, and vitamin D helps 
our bodies absorb calcium 
and phosphorus. By con¬ 
suming a diet rich in fruits, 
vegetables, whole grains, 
lean sources of protein and 
fat-free or low-fat milk 
and dairy products, you 
can increase your intake of 
the nutrients often lacking 
in the American diet and 
improve your health. 

The Academy of Nutri¬ 
tion and Dietetics reports 
that the best way for you to 
reach optimal health and 
reduce your risk of chronic 
diseases is to eat a wide 
variety of nutrient-dense 
foods. The academy also 
says additional nutrients 
from supplements may help 
some individuals meet their 
dietary needs or treat a diag¬ 
nosed nutrient deficiency. 
Multivitamins and minerals 
can help fill dietary gaps, 
but if taken in excess, may 
result in the consumption 
of some nutrients above rec¬ 
ommended levels. 

“Super” supplements that 
contain more than a daily 


recommended amount are 
probably not needed; they 
waste your money and may 
be harmful to some indi¬ 
viduals. Younger children, 
frail adults and individuals 
with certain chronic health 
conditions should be care¬ 
ful about taking these super 
supplements. 

Always tell your doctor 
or dietitian what supple¬ 
ments you are taking. The 
best nutrition-based strat¬ 
egy for promoting optimal 
health and reducing the 
risk of chronic disease is to 
wisely choose a wide variety 
of nutrient-rich foods.

Deputy fire chief 
hurt fighting blaze

A fire at 1512 Hicko¬ 
ry Grove Road in Law¬ 
renceburg left a house 
heavily damaged and 
Deputy Fire Chief Don¬ 
ald Cox sidelined for a 
few days. 

Anderson County 
firefighters responded 
to a call around 1:20 
a.m. when neighbors 
noticed smoke coming 
from a house owned 
by Shannon Hubert, 
according to Fire Chief 
Mike Barnes. 

While working at 
the scene, Cox “felt 
something pop in his 
leg and it started hurt¬ 
ing,” said Barnes. 

Cox was taken to 
the hospital by EMS 
where X-rays showed 
there were no frac¬ 
tures. Barnes said it 


was determined to be 
a hamstring pull and 
Cox was medicated and 
released. 

“He’ll be off his feet 
for a couple of days,” 
said Barnes. 

Firefighters worked 
the scene until around 
6:30 a.m. The house was 
heavily damaged but 
half saved structurally. 

“When we got there, 
the fire was deeply 
seated in the attic area,” 
said Barnes. “We had to 
pull all the ceiling out 
and clean up a lot of 
insulation and other 
materials. It was a very 
labor-intensive job.” 

Barnes said the 
house was a vacant 
rental property and 
Hubert had been work¬ 
ing on it earlier. 

The cause of the 
fire has yet to be deter¬ 
mined.

their oil regularly, it’s 
important for people to 
treat their septic system 
the same way, Jeremy 
said.

L ast Thursday was

The 
House 
Health and 
Welfare 
Commit¬ 
tee struck 
down three 
pro-life bills 
that were

That’s 
an average of nearly 11 
babies murdered every 
day 

In a report by Jack 
Brammer for the Lex¬ 
ington Herald-Leader,

abuse, I am against any 
law that seeks to set 
restrictions on what a 
man can do within the 
privacy of his home.”

His attitude is indica¬ 
tive of many who, for

Bearcat baseball looking for regional redemption 


Memory of early exits drives 
Anderson to contend in eighth

L.W. Barnes still stings 
because he didn’t give one 
more “take” sign. 

Rewind to last season’s 
30th District Baseball 
Tournament. Unranked 
Anderson County, about to 
close out with a rare losing 
season, had mighty Collins 
and its Top 10 ranking on 
the ropes in a first-round 
elimination game. 

The Bearcats had the 
bases loaded in the top of 
the seventh inning. 

“Bases loaded and only 
one out,” Barnes remem¬ 
bers. “And we had a 2-0 
count on the batter,” 
Barnes sighed. 

Barnes told the hitter, 
Brice Stockton, he had the 
green light to hit away. 
“I should have told him 
to take one more ball,” 
Barnes sighed. 

Stockton swung at 
what Barnes thought was 
ball three. Then a sopho¬ 


more, Stockton hit the ball 
on the nose right to a Col¬ 
lins defender who started 
a double play to end the 
threat. 

Collins eventually 
went on take the district 
with that TO win in nine 
innings and eventually 
was crowned regional 
champs. The Titans made 
it to the Elite Eight before 
bowing out. 

And the Bearcats might 
have been a pitch or two 
away from changing the 
entire complexion of the 
Eighth Region race. 

“That is one of those 
things that will haunt me 
the rest of my life,” Barnes 
said of his decision to let 
Stockton hit away. 

When Collins scored in 
the bottom of the ninth 
that night, it ended a 
string of 14 consecutive 
appearances in the region¬ 
al tournament for the 
Bearcats. “That was pretty 
disappointing,” Barnes 
says. “I was really proud

of that streak. It did sting 
a little bit.” 

But Barnes is quick to 
note that he believes the 
2014 Bearcats could easily 
apply salve to that mental 
wound. 

The good news is found 
in the Eighth Region’s pre¬ 
season rankings where the 


coaches have Anderson 
pegged as the third best 
team. “That’s probably 
about right,” Barnes says. 

The bad news is that 
the first two teams are 
Collins and Shelby Coun¬ 
ty, both of which reside in 
the 30th District with the 
Bearcats. 


Yet, Barnes believes his 
team is very capable of 
not just getting back to 
the regional tournament, 
but capturing the schools’ 
fifth championship since 
2000. Part of his optimism 
is grounded in how the 
Bearcats grew in 2014, 
despite the final 10-19 


record. 

“They did definitely 
improve as the year pro¬ 
gressed,” Barnes says. 
“The fact that we had the 
regional champions, and a 
team that made the final 
eight at the state tourna¬ 
ment, on the ropes should 
be good for the psyche.” 

Barnes believes he has a 
strong mix of pitching and 
offense to put the Bearcats 
in a position to contend for 
a trip to Whitaker Bank 
Ballpark. Right-hander 
Conor Cotton and lefty 
Brandon Eliadis, both 
seniors, give the Bearcats 
a strong one-two punch 
at the top of the rotation. 
Cotton posesses a fastball 
that can heat up to the 
mid-80 mph range, while 
Eliadis possesses a nasty 
curve ball and can occa¬ 
sionally lights the radar 
gun up above 80. 

Junior right-hander 
Josh Brown also has some 
wicked breaking pitches 
and has been working on 
perfecting a split-finger 
fastball. 

In last Tuesday’s sea-

New coach inherits loaded stable to contend for title

All anyone needs to know 
about why Anderson Coun¬ 
ty’s girls are picked as the 
team to beat by the Eighth 
Region softball coaches was 
on display two weeks ago in 
Diddle Arena. 

About 30 minutes after 
Anderson had been elimi¬ 
nated from the Sweet 16, the 
Lady Bearcats emerged from 
their locker room. Freshman 
Bailey Curry and sophomore 
Mia Aldridge were still cry¬ 
ing and did not mind anyone 
seeing them in that condi¬ 
tion. 

Now it’s the same people 
but a different sport. 

“They don’t like to lose, 
even if they are play¬ 
ing checkers,” smiles new 
Anderson coach Brent 
Aldridge, who is also Mia’s 
father. “They are very com¬ 
petitive and that is the 
mindset we are trying to 
develop in these kids.” 

Make no mistake. Ander¬ 


son is young. There are only 
two seniors, outfielder Molly 
Burkhead and designated 
hitter-first baseman Madi¬ 
son Brummett, on the team. 

But also make no mistake 
that Anderson is extremely 
talented with capable play¬ 
ers at every position and 
some near-equals playing 
junior varsity ball but push¬ 
ing to crack the lineup. 

And the Lady Bearcats 
are experienced despite 
their youth. Curry has been 
the Anderson catcher since 
the sixth grade. Aldridge has 
pitched on the varsity team 
for three years. Shortstop 
Corrin Robinson, a junior, 
and sophomore second base- 
man Kaci Currens have both 
been starting on the varsi¬ 
ty team since they were in 
middle school. 

While Burkhead and 
Brummett are both battling 
to get back on the field after 
injuries, they have both 
been around the varsity all 
four years of high school. 

With a stable like that 


it is easy to see why Brent 
Aldridge and the rest of 
those around the Lady 
Bearcat camp are smiling. 

“Bailey Curry doesn’t lose 
very well,” says Burkhead. 
“Actually, none of us do.” 

A year ago, the Lady 
Bearcats finished at 24-10, 
playing a rugged schedule. 
They won their second con¬ 
secutive 30th District title 
before finally bowing out to 
Oldham County, 4-2, in the 
regional semi-finals. 

Most observers felt it was 
the de facto regional cham¬ 
pionship game. 

“We were right there with 
them,” says Brent Aldridge, 
who served as an assistant 
coach on that team. “We 
were a hit here or there 
away.” 

Even though Anderson 
was considered the under¬ 
dog, it still hurt the Lady 
Bearcats deeply.

Anderson County 
High School archers con¬ 
tinued their excellence 
in the KHSAA/National 
Archery in the Schools 
Program state tourna¬ 


ment, held last Monday 
at the Kentucky Exposi¬ 
tion Center in Louisville. 

Junior C.J. Dunaway led 
Anderson with a 296 out 
of a possible 300 points. 
Dunaway’s effort was 
good enough for second 
place in the boys’ division 


of the tournament. Dun¬ 
away finished two points 
behind Dustin Johnson of 
Graves County. Dunaway 
scored 26 bulls eyes out of 
30 attempts. 

Over 800 boys compet¬ 
ed in the event, according 
to Anderson coach Dave 


Frederick. 

As a team, Anderson 
placed third with a score 
of 3,457 of a possible 3,600 
points in the co-ed tourna¬ 
ment. The Bearcats placed 
behind Trigg County 
(3,457) and Madison Cen¬ 
tral (3,401) and seven 


points in front of fourth- 
place Meade County. 

Cameron Peyton, who 
shot 290, was the only 
other Anderson archer to 
make the Top 10.

Spring means good fishing awaits at Taylorsville, Beaver lakes 


Deer sheds can be plentiful 
in the woods at this time of year 


H appy spring, I think... 
maybe... hopefully! 
You just can’t be sure 
around these parts anymore, 
as to whether or not spring is 
really here to stay or contin¬ 
ues to tease. 

I know some of us are 
trying to force 
spring’s hand by 
getting fishing 
reels and gear 
lined up and 
ready to go. I’ve 
seen several boats 
heading down 
Hwy. 44 toward 
Taylorsville Lake 
on what few 
warm days we’ve 
had over the last 
couple of weeks. 

I have also got¬ 
ten some reports of decent 
fishing in Taylorsville, as 
well as Beaver Lake, with a 
few good-sized crappie being 
caught already. April will 


bring warming waters and 
the crappie and bass fish¬ 
ing should really pick up. 

The bass spawn will kick 
in once water temperatures 
get around 60 degrees, so get 
ready and try fishing the 
shallower banks during this 
spawning period. 

Another sign spring is 
coming is that some trees, 
shrubs and flowers are trying 
to bud out or stick their heads 
above the ground line. It is 
good to start seeing things 
green up. Just getting out and 
walking around the woods 
and fields this time of year 
can really be amazing. 

Seeing the new buds and 
blooms over the next several 
weeks will give more hope 
that our long, dreary winter 
is about over. 

Oh, and one of my favorite 
signs of spring: male turkeys 
are looking for love and start¬ 
ing to gobble on a more regu¬ 


lar basis. Speaking of turkeys, 
don’t forget the youth-only 
turkey hunting weekend is 
scheduled for Saturday and 
Sunday, April 5-6. 

The regular statewide 
turkey season opens the fol¬ 
lowing weekend on Saturday, 
April 12, and runs through 
Sunday, May 4. 

Walks in the spring woods 
can also lead to the discovery 
of sheds. “Sheds” is a term 
for deer antlers that are shed 
or dropped off the heads of 
male deer every year in late 
winter to early spring. The 
antlers for the next year start 
to grow back almost imme¬ 
diately. The shed antlers are 
favorite chewing for rodents 
such as squirrels, voles and 
field mice, because the ant¬ 
lers are bone and loaded with 
calcium. 

The shed antlers don’t last 
long laying in the woods due 
to the little gnawers, so get 
out and see what you can 
find. The shed antlers make 
great decorations, wall hang¬ 
ers or knife handles as well as 
countless other things. 

The deer I recently 


encountered didn’t have ant¬ 
lers and probably would have 
shed them if it had had horns. 

Apparently my writing 
about “bouncing a deer off 
the front fender of a vehicle” 
in last month’s outdoor col¬ 
umn was either bad luck or 
karma. That was proven on 
the way to Pleasant Hill Chris¬ 
tian Church a few weeks ago, 
when Leigh and I did just that 
— bounced a deer right off 
the front end of the vehicle 
and then some. It appears 
that after almost 10 years of 
service, our Ford Explorer will 
be put to rest by the insurance 
company as a total loss. The 
tombstone shall read, “Total¬ 
ing didn’t see it coming.” 

QUICK SHOTS 

• The Kentucky Legis¬ 
lature established the first 
hunting license on March 22, 
1902. Don’t forget to purchase 
new hunting, fishing and 
trapping licenses before going 
afield in 2014-15. New ones 
are required the 1st day of 
March each year. 

• The Kentucky Game 


and Fish Commission was 
formed on March 12,1912. 

• Boat registrations expire 
April 30, so don’t forget to 
renew before getting on the 
water. 

• As of this writing, I 
have not heard of anyone 
being hired as the new com¬ 
missioner for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. A nationwide 
search was conducted with 
applications being accepted 
through the end of 2013. 

• Warm days in April after 
a lot of rain are good times to 
get in the woods and search 
for one of nature’s delicacies, 
morel mushrooms. These are 
great cleaned up and sauteed 
in a skillet with a little but¬ 
ter. Be sure you know what 
you’re picking before you eat 
it, though. There are a lot of 
mushroom varieties that are 
actually poisonous. 

Take a kid hunting and 
fishing soon!

Meetings to discuss boat-motor restrictions

The Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources will 
hold a series of public 
meetings to discuss a 
proposal to lift motor 
restrictions on several 
small department- 
owned lakes in the state, 
according to a news 
release. 

Beaver Lake, in 
Anderson County, is 
included in the lakes 
under consideration. 
A public meeting con¬ 
cerning the local lake is 
set for 7 p.m. Thursday, 
March 27, in the Emma 
B. Ward School cafeteria, 


according to the release. 

Other lakes under dis¬ 
cussion for the change 
in regulation are Boltz, 
Bullock Pen and Corinth 
lakes in Grant County; 
Elmer Davis Lake in 
Owen County; and Kin¬ 
caid Lake in Pendleton 
County. Adjoining land- 
owners and the angling 
public are encouraged to 
attend these meetings. 

Currently, boat¬ 
ers cannot use a motor 
larger than 10 horsepow¬ 
er on these lakes. The 
proposal would lift the 
horsepower restriction, 
but only allow larger 
motors to run at idle 
speed on these lakes. Idle 


speed restrictions would 
be strictly enforced. 
Boat motors that are 10 
horsepower or less could 
continue to operate at 
any speed. 

The proposed regula¬ 
tion would also affect 
Shanty Hollow Lake 
near Bowling Green and 
Swan Lake in Ballard 
County. The public may 
submit comments con¬ 
cerning the proposal to 
lift horsepower restric¬ 
tions on these two lakes 
during March and April 
by calling the depart¬ 
ment at (800) 858-1549, 
or sending an email 
to the department at 
FW.Fisheries@ky.gov. 


Preregister online for Ky. hunter education programs

Hunters can receive 
a special one-year, one- 
time-only exemption card 
if they cannot complete 
coursework by the start 
of a season. 

Those who wish to 
take hunter education 
courses may register 
online at FW.ky.gov, the 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life website. People with¬ 
out Internet access may 
visit their local library, 
where public access com¬ 
puters are available for 
online registration. 


Participants may take 
the course in person, 
online or obtain a CD of 
the material. In-person 
and CD courses are free. 
Online courses may cost 
up to $15. All courses, 
regardless of method 
taken, conclude with 
a live-fire exercise at a 
range. 

Topics covered include 
hunter ethics, wildlife 
conservation and identifi¬ 


cation, field care of game, 
trapping, first aid, fire¬ 
arm safety, archery and 
muzzleloading. 

Preregistration is 
required. Those who take 
the courses online or by 
viewing the CD need only 
to register for the range 
day.

Butler capitalizes on Bearcat miscues 


But Durr rips long ball in win over Western Hills

Anderson County’s 
defense betrayed the 
Bearcats on Saturday 
as Louisville Butler 
took advantage of three 
Anderson errors in a 4-3 
win Barnes Memorial 
Field. 

Anderson’s miscues 
led to unearned runs 
as the Bearcats wasted 
a solid pitching per¬ 
formance from starter 
Conor Cotton. Cotton 
scattered seven hits 
and walked one in six 
innings of work. He 
struck out seven, rely¬ 
ing heavily on his fast¬ 
ball. 

“Conor threw great,” 
said Anderson coach 
L.W. Barnes. “He has 
been very effective in 
every outing, and he is 
beginning to look like 
the dominant pitcher 
we always knew he 
could be.” 

The Bearcat defense 
was another story, com¬ 
mitting three errors. 

“I thought our 
defense would be very 
strong, but right now, 
we aren’t good defen¬ 


sively or mentally,” 
said Anderson coach 
L.W. Barnes. “We make 
too many mistakes. 
Too many physical and 
mental mistakes for a 
group of mostly juniors 
and seniors. 

“Routine plays are 
killing us: fly balls, 
ground balls right at 
us, easy double plays 
are not being turned. It 
has kept us from being 
undefeated.” 

Anderson stood at 
1-2 after the loss. Butler 
improved to 3-1. 

Anderson was unable 
to give the Bears any 
extra outs as the hosts 
managed just one hit 
off Butler starter Tyler 
Sturgeon. The senior 
left-hander worked 
the corners and deliv¬ 
ered an assortment of 
pitches from various 
arm angles to stymie an 
Anderson attack that 
had scored 11 runs the 
night before at Western 
Hills. 

Sturgeon did walk 
four Anderson batters 
and his defense did him 
no favors with a pair of 
errors as well. Two of 
Anderson’s three runs 


were unearned. 

“Sturgeon was great,” 
Barnes said. “According 
to their coach (Joshua 
Wolff), he is their num¬ 
ber one, and he showed 
why.” 

The Bearcats had 
ruined Sturgeon’s bid 
for a no-hitter when 
Josh Brown led off the 
bottom of the first, then 
eventually scored on a 
passed ball to give the 
Bearcats a 1-0 lead. 

Butler answered 
with a run in the top of 
the third, but Anderson 
regained the lead in the 
bottom of the inning 
when Mason Baker led 
off with a walk and 
eventually scored on an 
error, 

Butler, however, 
answered with two 
unearned runs in the 
fifth and another in the 
top of the seventh off 
reliever Josh Brown. 

Anderson rallied in 
the bottom of the sev¬ 
enth when pinch hitter 
Jacob Brown was hit 
by a pitch to open the 
inning and eventually 
scored on a wild pitch 
from reliever Kyle 
Hedgerock, who entered

The Bearcats got 
their first win of the 
season Friday night at 
Western Hills as desig¬ 
nated hitter Lucas Durr 
went 3-for-5 with a 
home run and two RBI. 

The Bearcats broke 
an 8-8 tie in the top of 
the seventh with Elia- 
dis striking out the side 
in the seventh inning to 
secure the win. 

“Our bunting game 
was very effective,” 
Barnes said. “Our eight 
and nine hitters, Chris 
Sea and Mason Baker, 
laid down four won¬ 
derful sacrifice bunts 
while reaching base on 
three of those. Western 
Hills is a nice team and 
you can bet they will 
have some impressive 
wins over the season.” 

Keaton Walker got 
the start on the mound 
for the Bearcats, but left 
the game in the fourth 
inning when he felt and 
heard something pop in 
his elbow, according to 
Barnes. Brett Thomp¬ 
son and Josh Brown fol¬ 
lowed Walker with Elia- 
dis coming in to get the 
Bearcats out of a jam in 
the sixth.

son-opener, the trio combined to strike out 14 Mercer 
County batters. “Eliadis threw 13 pitches in the sev¬ 
enth and struck out the side.” 

That Anderson still lost that game, 4-3, indicates 
Barnes’ biggest concern. Anderson committed two 
physical errors and a mental error in the top of the 
fourth to give Mercer all four runs, three of them 
unearned. 

“If you make those mistakes against a team as 
good as Mercer County, they will make you pay,” 
Barnes said. “I told the kids we lost a tremendous 
opportunity to start our season with a win over last 
year’s state runnerup. 

“Our pitchers struck out 14. We could not finish 
the seven outs.” 

Barnes plans to tinker with the lineup to get the 
Bearcats ready for the post season. He does believe 
the top half of the order - Brown, Eliadis, Cotton, 
Lucas Durr and Stockton - is strong. “That’s a pretty 
good Top 5,” he says. 

Durr and Eliadis both hit over .300 last year and 
Durr smacked a pair of home runs. Barnes also looks 
for first baseman Max Crabtree to add some pop to 
the lineup while outfielder Wesley Jorette is a base¬ 
stealing threat. 

“We have some speed,” Barnes says. “We have to 
get them on base and bunt them over.” 

A year ago, the Bearcats had the disadvantage 
of playing only two home games.
